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At 2 P.M. on 7 July, 12 guns with a caliber of about 80 mm., four 57 ram 
AT guns, 22 trucks and personnel wearing red-bordered black epaulets with 
artillery insignia were entrained at the Pankow railroad station. Tanks 
were also loaded at the Lichtenberg, Adlershof and the Schoeneweide 
railroad stations. 

The military posts in Riesa, Oschatz and Grimma were again occupied to 
capacity between 22 June and 2 July.

12th Guards Tank Division were encamped in a wood patch west of Buch, 
northeast of Berlin.
